“One thing is certain. At this dramatic stage of the}

United Nations must move as one to a common plan. This is | 
not a series of separate wars. Campaigns though divided by 
thousands of miles are in reality indivisible.” 


North Africa May Be Discussed

erge?”’ 


“Will de Gaulle and Giraud shake hands and fight to- 
gether as comrades-in-arms for the common cause?” it 
asked. “Will the whole French empire now rise against Hit- 
ler and advance under the same banner? If those ranks 
can be closed the battle of Tunisia will be shortened, And

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We Must Share Up 


Beef-rationing next spring is probable, 
according to officials of the food control 
department, and all meats may be rationed 
at the same time. 

This not because the supply will be 
less than the home demand, but because 
there is an export demand which must be 
taken into account. The United States 
opened a market for Canadian cattle in 
pre-war years when they were not wanted 
anywhere else. It would be a poor return 


_for that favor, and a poor bid for future 


trade, to disregard a shortage in the 
United States now in order that home con- 
sumption might go unrestricted. 

One purpose of rationing in Canada, if 
this is applied, will be to keep up cattle 
shipments to the Republic at the expense 
of curtailing beef consumption to some de- 
gree in the Dominion. As rationing is al- 
most certain to be applied there, the 
threatened scarcity is a definite prospect. 

It will be the part of a good neighbor 
for Canadians to share up with the people 
across the line. It must be remembered 
too, that our neighbors are shipping large 
supplies to other Allied countries. That is 
in fact the main reason why they are 
themselves faced with a shortage.

Bases Change Hands 


Papua has been cleared of the Japa- 
nese. Of 15,000 men landed there last 
spring to convert the peninsula into a base 
for an all-out assault on Australia, only a 
few stragglers remain, living like animals 
in the jungle, and growing fewer daily. 
The fortified positions are all in Allied 
hands. Few of the enemy surrendered. 
The mass of the fifteen thousand are dead. 
So also are a number perhaps as great of 
Japanese sailors and soldiers who perished 
in attempts to reinforce these garrisons. 

Superior air power gave the Allies an 
advantage which they have employed to 
the full. Tokyo staked its fortunes on be- 
lief that its air force could clear the way 
for its ground troops, protect its trans- 
ports, and cripple Allied naval power. But 
the strength of its air force was in num- 
bers, not quality. Its planes were “made in 
Japan” and according to Japanese stand- 
ards. They are swift, manoeuverable—and 
flimsy. American-made bombers have shot 
them down like sparrows when they inter- 
fered with the bombing of Japanese ships 
and installations. 

The western half of New Guinea is stil 
in Japanese hands. But the bombers are 
busy blasting the bases from which these 
holding forces must obtain supplies and 
reinforcements. Rabaul, in New Britain, 
has been under attack for nearly a week, 
indicating that the mopping-up in Papua 
is to be followed by sea and land attacks 
on the enemy-held points farther along the 
coast. This in keeping with President 
Roosevelt’s promise that the fighting will 
be carried this year “progressively” to 
Japan. 

Lae and Salamaua may now be expect- 
ed to replace Buna and Gona in the news 


from New Guinea. The latter enemy 
bases are now Allied bases.

The Pay-as-You-Go Plan 

The Rum! plan of collecting income 
taxes on the pay-as-you-go basis is gaining 
popularity in Canada, as well as in the 
United States. 

The only objection offered to the 
change is that this would involve writing- 


off for the time the eight months’ arrears 
which every taxpayer now owes the gov- 
ernment. But that objection is more seri- 
ous in statement than in fact. The loss to 
the treasury could, and of necessity would, 
be made up by continuing wartime tax 
rates longer than will otherwise be neces- 
gary. The treasury would receive month by 
month as much money as it now receives. 
The difference is that the taxpayer would 
be credited this month with paying his 


taxes for January 1943, instead of his 
taxes for May or June 1942.

of war conditions. 

Edmonton is doing a magnificent war 
job. Practically every industry in this area 
has been turned to war purposes. Thou- 
sands of men and women are engaged in 
occupations essential to the welfare of the 
men in the armed forces. These men and 
women are at war. They are engaged in 
the war effort just as really as any man in 
uniform is engaged in the war effort. 

The shortage of dwelling houses is 
definitely affecting their productive capa- 
city. It is limiting Edmonton's war pro- 
duction just as it is restricting Edmonton's 
right to maintain her civic existence 
through legitimate growth. 

It is not enough to say that no war- 
time housing organization exists to deal 
specifically with the situation as it exists 
in this city. If those organizations are not 
equipped and empowered to deal with our 
specific situation, they are not doing the 
job they should be doing. 

Edmonton's situation is the situation 
prevalent in most of Canada’s population 
centres. The only way in which Edmonton 
differs from other cities, in this regard, 
lies in the fact that Edmonton has always 
been subject to a financial boycott in re- 
Spect to the Dominion Housing Act. 

That is why the visit of Mayor Fry and 
Commissioner Hodgson to Ottawa is 
much more than a pilgrimage to seek a 
civic advantage, or to seek the normal op- 
portunity of a city to grow. It is an expedi- 
tion that seeks to establish the very funda- 
ments of those civic rights upon which, in 
turn, are built the nationhood of Canada. 
And to provide for conditions arising out 
of Edmonton's participation in the war 
effort.

The customers who spent a lot 
of money were inevitably favored 
by their grocers, who would often 
hold back from other customers 
canned goods for their wealthier 
clients.
